Illinois Republicans. 
Springfield, May 20th.—The Republican 
State Convention began its second day’s ses­ 
sion at 9 o’clock, with every inch of standing 
room on the floor and in the galleries occu­ 
pied. 
The Committee on Credentials reported, 
recommending a settlement of the contest in 
Greene county by admitting four Grant and 
four Blaine delegates, and giving each half a 
vote. 
This was approved, and the delegates were 
admitted. 
The Chair stated that the committee would 
not be able to report on the Cook county 
contest for at least two hours, whereupon a 
series of motions to adjourn, take a recess, 
etc., were made. Robbing of Adams, on be­ 
half of the Blaine-Washburne men, said the 
only way of getting an e.arly report from the 
committee was by relieving it of part of its 
labor. He therefore offered a resolution in­ 
structing the committee not to consider the 
claims of any contesting delegates who bolted 
from any Convention which met in the man­ 
ner and place and at the time designated by 
the proper authority. 
This hit at the Palmer House delegation 
was received with tremendous cheers by the 
Blaine-Wasiiburne men, and a motion to ta­ 
ble the resolutions occasioned louder applause 
on the part of the Grant men. 
The call for counties resulted in tabling 
the resolutions by a vote of 351 to 251, show­ 
ing 100 majority for the Grant men outside of 
Cook county. 
The Convention took a recess. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
Springfield, May 20th.—The Committee 
on Credentials met at 8:30, and resumed con­ 
sideration of the Cook county contest. 
submission under protest. 
Kirk Hawes presented a written statement 
of the position of the Farwell Hall delega­ 
tion relative to the pledge required by the 
Convention to abide by its decision, as fol­ 
lows : 
The delegates from the county of Cook, 
from the regular Convention held at Farwell 
Hall, denying for themselves and their con­ 
stituents any lawful power in the Conven­ 
tion or in this committee to impose on any 
contestant any conditions whatever precedent 
to rendering justice according to law and 
equity as well, do hereby submit, under pro­ 
test, to the resolution, as we understand it, 
for an unorganized Convention, in which we 
were not permitted to take part, as the only 
means left to prevent the threatened disfran­ 
chisement of the Republicans of Cook coun­ 
ty, and the probable loss of the State to the 
Republican candidates. It is but fair for me 
to add, as it might perhaps be questioned, 
as to the words “ the resolution as we under­ 
stand it.” as to what we refer. At a meeting 
held in Chicago, prior to coming here, it was 
voted unanimously, without a dissenting 
voice, that inasmuch as we were the regularly 
elected delegates, iu our judgment, we would 
stand together or tall together—92 of us to 
go into the Convention or remain out. I do 
not state this to the committee as 
a threat, but simply as an explanation 
of our position. We simply passed it upon 
the ground of right, without any reference 
to any impression it may make on your 
minds in any other direction. That resolu­ 
tion in another form has been passed twice 
since this time. 
B y appearing here as we 
do, and acceding to the terms imposed upon 
us, we wish it distinctly understood that if 
you shall be pleased to seat a portion of this 
delegation, and shall reject a portion of it, 
and it is left entirely to our option whether 
that portion will go into the Convention or 
stay out, we may rescind that resolution or 
we may not. We expect, however, that we 
shall stand together, as we understand it 
now. Of course if you reject us all, then 
there is no difficulty. All you can ask under 
this resolution is this. We do not intend to 
create any disturbance, as has been calculated 
here, but simply intend to act like men and 
members of the Republican party, and do 
what our constituents require us to do. 
The committee then excluded all outsiders, 
reporters included, to consider the sufficiency 
of their response. 
On reassembling, the Chair announced that 
the committee would be unable to report 
before 1 o’clock, and the Convention took a 
recess until 2 p. m. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.1 
- 
S p r in g f ie l d , May 20th.—The Committee 
on Credentials decided by a vote of 11 to 6 
that the statement of the Farwell Hall dele­ 
gation was sufficient. One hour was allowed 
each Bide to present evidence and arguments, 
which concluded at 1 o’clock. The committee 
is now in secret sessiou. 
I FOURTH DISPATCH.) 
S pringfield, May 20th.—The Convention 
met at 2 o’clock and waited until after 3 
without any business whatever being at­ 
tempted. 
Logan offered the following : 
liesolved. That debate be limited to thirty minutes 
on a side on the question of the Cook county con­ 
test, and that no motion to adjourn or other dila­ 
tory motions shall be considered until the auestion 
is decided, and that eaeh delegation may select one 
person from their delegation, if they so choose, to 
present their case to the Convention. 
A roll of the counties was called on the 
adoption of the resolution, with but little de­ 
bate, resulting in ayes 388, noes 212. 
The point of order was made that the resolu­ 
tion required a two-thirds vote, ai it sus­ 
pends a parliamentary rule that a motion to 
adjourn is always in order. 
The Chair overruled this, on the ground 
that the Convention is only temporarily or­ 
ganized, and had not adopted rules of order. 
three reports from the committee on 
credentials. 
At 3:45 the Committee on Credentials ap­ 
peared and eubmitted three reports, which 
were read. 
The first report recites that there are dupli­ 
cate credentials from Cook county, owing to 
two Conventions having met and sent dele­ 
gates. They find that the State Central Com­ 
mittee did not call upon the Republicans of 
Cook county to seDd delegates, but called 
upon the Republicans of the tirst seven Sena­ 
torial districts, comprising that county, to 
send delegates. Each of these Senatorial dis­ 
tricts is independent of and distinct from any 
other Republican organization in Cook county 
for all purposes of representation in this Cca- 
vention. Having the action of the ward pri­ 
maries before them, it was easier to determine 
on what is substantial justice towards the in­ 


terests involved. Neither of the parties call­ 
ing themselves the Cook CouDty Convention 
was regular or legitimate, nor is their action 
valid. Each of the Senatorial districts is en­ 
titled to the same representation here. The 
will of the honest voter at the primaries 
Bhould be represented here, and this would 
be done by disregarding both of the County 
Conventions and according seats in this Con­ 
vention to delegates from the Senatorial dis­ 
tricts. 
By the first report 36 Grant delegates and 
5G Blaine and AVashburne delegates are ad­ 
mitted. The first report is signed by J. H. 
Moore. 
The second report, signed by the minority, 
refers to the pledge exacted from the Farwell 
Hall delegates, and says their managers sub­ 
mitted to the so-called pledge, which con­ 
tained a resolution [which is recited, together 
with Mr. Hawe's explanation]. The report 
says : This is a substantial failure to comply 
with the terms of the resolution under which 
the Committee on Credentials were instructed 
to consider the claims of the contestants 
who frankly pledge themselves to accept and 
abide by the decision of the Convention; 
therefore the Farwell Hall delegation has no 
right to be heard before the committee, and 
the Palmer House delegation having complied 
with the terms of the resolution, and having 
credentials, should be admitted. The Far- 
well Hall delegation is censured for con­ 
suming time and evading the plain question. 
C. Grant, Wm. Shaw and R. D. Nolman 
sign this report. 
The third report recites that the Cook 
County Convention was regularly summoned 
to nominate 92 delegates to attend the State 
Convention, without reference to Senatorial 
districts ; that the County Committee, com­ 
posed mostly of Grant men, did gross injus­ 
tice to the entire body of voters by serving a 
summary notice of election. However, there 
was a large vote, which resulted in giving 
Grant 59, ISlaiue 46 and Washburne 86 dele­ 
gates to the Cook County Convention. These 
191 delegates met at Farwell Hall, and Mr. 
Singer, of the Central County Committee, 
attempted to appoint a temporary Chair­ 
man—a right the delegates refused to al­ 
low, he not being a delegate. Elliott 
Anthony was 
selected by an over­ 
whelming 
vote 
to 
be 
Chairman, 
and the Convention was regularly organized. 
The minority caused much confusion, and 
finally bolted in a manner that implied pre­ 
concerted action. Fifty-eight delegates went 
to the Palmer House, declared the defeated 
candidate elected. One hundred and thirty- 
two remained in Farwell Hall and selected 
92 delegates to the State Convention and 
then adjourned. The Palmer House minor­ 
ity also sent 92 alleged delegates. These de­ 
serters wrought the whole wrong which now 
couvulses this State The precedent was all 
contrary to practice. Singer had no right to 
nominate the Chairman. Anthony was reg­ 
ularly elected. The bolters loft all their cre­ 
dentials in the regular Convention. The au­ 
dacity of the 58 is only equaled by the other 
secession of 1861. Both rest on the same 
principle—resistance to the will of the ma­ 
jority. General Hurlburt and 8 others sign 
this report, and demand the admission of the 
Farwell Hall delegation. 
[FOURTH DISPATCH.) 
THE COOK COUNTT CASE ARGUED— TEMPORARY 
ORGANIZATION MADE PERMANENT. 
Springfield, May 20th.—After reading 
these reports, amotion was made to adopt No. 
1 and an amendment was offered to substi­ 
tute No. 3. 
It was decided to give the representatives 
of the Farwell Hall delegation the opening 
and closing speeches, allowing each thirty 
minutes. 
Kirk Hewes of Chicago presented the case 
for the Farwell Hall delegates, and Emory 
Storrs of Chicago that of the Palmer House 
delegates. 
Both addresses were loudly cheered by the 
adherents of each side. 
AVhen the hour expired General Hurlburt 
of Boone moved that the delegates from the 
three Senatorial Districts which the Grant 
men did not contest be allowed to vote on this 
question, but the Chair ruled the motion out 
of order. 
The roll of counties was then called on the 
motion to adopt report No. 3, which recom­ 
mended the sealing of the entire Farwell Hall 
delegation, resulting in ayes 282, noes 370. 
The roll was called on the adoption of the 
first report, which seats 36 from the Palmer 
House and 56 from the Farwell Hall, and 
resulted in ayes 351, noes 261. 
The temporary organization was then made 
permanent. 
Raum returned thanks briefly, and the 
Convention adj >urned until 8 o’clock. 
[FIFTH DISPATCH.) 
GRANT THE CHOICE OF THE CONVENTION. 
Spring field. May 20th.—At 7:30 the Con­ 
vention reassembled. 
J. C. Spare offered a resolution that Grant 
is the choice of the Convention for President. 
A motion to substitute the name of Wash­ 
burne was tabled, and by a vote of 386 to 
307 Spare’s motion was adopted amid a scene 
of the wildest confusion and excitement. 
Crosshy moved that the various Congres­ 
sional districts select delegates and alternates 
to the National Convention, and be declared 
the choice of this Convention, which would 
have resulted in the choice of Blaine dele­ 
gates in several districts. 
This opened a great contest before the 
Convention. 
Senator Logan opposed this motion in a 
speech of some length, in which he advocated 
the right of the majority of the Convention 
to Bend to Chicago a solid delegation in­ 
structed for Grant. He cited precedents in 
Illinois as to the unit instructions. They 
could not expect to secure Grant’s nomina­ 
tion by sending delegates opposed to his nom­ 
ination. He favored Grant because he be­ 
lieved he could and would be elected, and de­ 
clared that with foity-two solid votes from 
Illinois Grant had enough votes to nominate 
him on the first ballot. 
C. W. Thomas of St. Clair made a strong 
speech. He claimed that the call of the Na­ 
tional Committee invited each Congressional 
district to send two delegates to Chicago. 
His district (the Seventeenth) had chosen 
delegates, who had credentials in their pock­ 
ets, and proposed to go to Chicago and as­ 
sert their rights. He moved to amend Lo­ 
gan’s motion so that the committee should 
simply report the delegates at large. 
Gray of Fulton said the Ninth District had 
elected delegates, having thirty-three anti­ 
Grant votes to four for him. It would crush 
out the party to ignore these districts. 
Kirk Hawes of Chicago said delegates had 
been sent from Cook county on the ground 
that they had been elected by Senatorial dis­ 
tricts. They now propo-ed to try the same 
plan in selecting delegates.

Omaha, May 20th.—The Nebraska Repub­ 
lican State Convention met at Columbus last 
night at 7 o’clock, had an all-night session 
and adjourned at 5:30 this morning. A long 
contest was had over three counties. The 
delegates elected—Dawes, Mitchell, Crounse, 
Persinger, Gaslin, Lewis—are all solid for 
Blaine. The average vote was 2411. On 
the Grant ticket the average vote was 127<j. 
The only resolution carefully considered was 
one pledging support to the Chicago nom­ 
inee. Just as the Convention was breaking 
up a resolution that John Sherman is not 
the choice of Nebraska was tabled, and one 
eulogizing Blaine passed. No instructions 
were given to delegates. 
Virginia Conservatives. 
R ichmond, May 20th.—The Conservative 
Convention adhere to the two-thirds rule, and 
adopted a resolution that the Conservative 
party of Virginia affiliated with the National 
Democratic party, and would not support 
any one for Elector who did not declare in 
favor of the nominees of the National Demo­ 
cratic Convention. Adjourned.

Turner, a Grant man, as temporary Chair­ 
man.

Morgan rej>orted adversely the bill requiring the 
President of the Senate to submit to the ¡Senate and 
House when assembled to count the Electoral votes, 
all packages of Electoral votes. Indefinitely post­ 
poned. 
The bill cstablishimr a retired list for non-com­ 
missioned army officers was taken up. 
Dawes’ amendment, requiring the President an­ 
nually to appoint five cadets at large to West Point, 
being a substitute for Allison’s, requiring him to ap­ 
point two colored cadets, was rejected. 
Allison’s amcudmeut was rejected by 14 to 37. 
Booth, Dawes, Jones (Nev.), Paddock, Hoar and 
Teller voting no with the Democrats. 
Hoar’s amendment requiring the President not to 
discriminate against races iu appointing cadets, was 
rejected. 
Kirkwood moved to add to the bill that when an 
enlisted man has served as such for fifteen consecu­ 
tive years in the army, honorably and faithfully, 
and the last five years thereof as a non-commis­ 
sioned officer, he shall be eligible for appointment 
as Second Lieutenant in the army corps of the line 
iu which he has served, lie wished to hold out to 
privates a prospect of honorable advancement. The 
amendment was ad >pted and the bill was read the 
third time and passed. 
Hansom, from the Committee on Conference, re­ 
ported adversely to the bill to aid in increasing com­ 
mercial relations with the Argentine Republic. In­ 
definitely postponed. 
! The calendar was formally laid aride, and Carlaud 
spoke on the Kellogg resolution. 
Ilonse. 
Washington, May 20th —The District of Columbia 
Municipal Code was taken up. 
An amendment was adopted requiring seventy- 
five per cent, of the police force to be war veterans. 
Adopted—95 to 79. 
The remaining amendments were agreed to, and 
the bill passed. 
The bill to earn* out the articles of the treaty be­ 
tween the United Slates and the Osage Indians was 
passed—120 to 00. 
The House went into Committee of the Whole on 
the 8tate of the Union, to consider the public land 
bills.The first bill was that to prevent land once entered 
and paid for from being subject to suit for trespass 
in the name of the United States on account of an 
alleged conspiracy before the approval of this Act. 
It further reduces the price of lauds subject to eutry 
from §2 50 to $1 25 per acre. 
Conger opposed tbe bill, as a bill aiding timber 
thieves. 
Page supported it. 
It was tiien read for amendment. 
Robinson submitted an amendment limiting the 
provinions to trespasses committed in the ordinary 
clearing of land or working a mining claim, or for 
agricultural or domestic purpose*. Rejected. 
An amendment was adopted providing that this 
Act shall not apply to lands in California, Oregon, 
Nevada or Washington Territory. 
Downey moved an amendment that in Colorado 
and all localities dti?ens may take from the public 
lauds timber needed for domestic purposes, but not 
for export or sale. Rejected. 
The bill was then laid wide for favorable report, 
the committee rose and the House took a iecea.

F e a r f u l E n c o u n te r w ith a B e a r. 
The following is from the Helena (Mont.) 
Herald of May 10th : On Thursday of last 
week while Hannibal Roe was out with his 
gun on the mountain about four miles from 
Kisselpaugh’s, in Prickly Pear canyon,on 
turning a sharp point of rocks he was sud­ 
denly and without any warning prostrated 
by a huge she-bear, which reached for him 
from the bushes, where 6he had two cubs. 
The first stroke was from a huge paw, 
which struck Roe on the top of the head, 
taking the scalp with it and .drawing it 
down over his eyes. As he fell the bear 
clinched him, and in the death struggle 
they both tumbled over a precipice of some 
fifteen feet, where the bear lacerated, bit 
and tore her victim into shreds, and would 
then and there have killed him outright 
but for the crying of the cubs, which called 
the mother off. Roe seeing tbe coast clear, 
and with one arm torn from its socket, 
blinded with his scalp hanging over his 
eyes and his back nearly broken, one ear 
off and otherwise bitten, scratched and 
torn, he got up and walked to the stage 
road, where he was found and taken to a 
shelter. Medical aid was sought for and a 
message dispatched to a physician of Hel­ 
ena, who went out on Saturday to the re­ 
lief of the wounded man. The doctor re­ 
ports Mr. Roe in a fearfully mangled con­ 
dition, with scarce any hopes of his 
recovery.

Nomination of O. B. Berry for the 
Third Congressional District

Oakland, May 20th.—List evening the 
Third Congressional District Convention 
nominated U. P. Berry for Congress. 
The Convention was called to order this 
morning at 10:30, President Wilson in the 
chair. 
J. West Martin of Alameda introduced 
a resolution extending courtesy of seats in 
Convention to the veteran Democrats, Wm. 
M. Galvin, Joseph Hoge and J. S. Hager. 
The resolution was unanimously adopted. 
The report of the Committee on Permanent 
Organization and Order of Business was 
taken up. A motion was made for its adop­ 
tion and another one for its consideration by 
sections. The latter motion was carried. 
O’Meara moved that the name of H. C. 
Gessford be substituted for T. A. O’Brien as 
Secretary of the Convention. The motion 
was withdrawn, and the section reported by 
the committee, after a short debate, adopted. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
Oakland, May 20th.—Paulsell introduced 
a resolution that the Chair suggest seven ac­ 
tive Democrats for members at large on the 
State Central Committee. 
In support of the resolution, Paulsell said 
he simply introduced it to facilitate business. 
The Chair said he was very rnuih gratified 
when he was relieved from the responsibility 
of appointing these seven men, and would be 
gratified also to be relieved from the responsi­ 
bility of a suggestion. 
Leech of San Diego moved to lay the reso­ 
lution and amendments on the table. 
Lewis of Tehama said this would carry 
everything to the table. 
John C. Murphy of San Francisco asked 
for a ruling of the Chair on the effect of a 
motion to lay on the table. 
The Chair ruled that if carried it would 
carry the whole subject to the table. 
Leech withdrew his motion. 
Paulsell’s resolution was lost. 
The section of the report as amended by 
Satterwhite’s motion was then adopted. 
Matthews of Tehama introduced a resolu­ 
tion that an expression of the choice of the 
Convention for the Presidency be ascertained 
by calling the roll of counties.. 
A motion to indefinitely postpone prevailed. 
The section relating to the election of dele­ 
gates to the Cincinnati Convention was reod. 
Spencer of Stanislaus moved that delegates 
he required to come before the Convention 
and express their preference for the Presi­ 
dency. He said it had gone out that tbe 
Convention of California was in favor, of one 
man. He spoke of Thurman and his glorious 
record on the Chinese question. The temper 
of the speech was that the issue between 
Field, Tilden and Thurman should be fairly 
met.Great applause followed the allusion to 
Thurman. 
Lewis of Tehama did not want to instruct, 
but he wanted it understood that the people 
of California did not indorse the Chinese de­ 
cisions of Justice Field. There can be no 
objection to saying who the choice of the 
Convention is. 
Several more resolutions were introduced, 
among them one declaring against the pro­ 
motion of any man from the judicial branch 
of the Government to the Presidency. 
Another resolution was introduced declar­ 
ing that a new Jefferson was needed to resist 
centralization ; and that Tilden was the man 
for the place, and that the delegates from 
California be instructed to vote for his re­ 
nomination. [Cries of “ No, no.”] 
The Chair ruled it out of order. 
Spencer's resolution requiring an expression 
of preference was ruled to be properly before 
the Convention. 
W. B. C. Brown opposed instruction, but 
was in favor of a declaration of California's 
preference. 
Filcher of Placer said it was cowardly to 
withhold an expression of preference. It 
had gone forth that the Convention was for 
Tilden. 
He read a resolution declaring 
Thurman the first choice of the California 
Democracy, saying he would offer it at the 
proper time. [Prolonged applause.] 
Matthews of San Francisco spoke of 
Thurman as a great debater and a great 
Democrat, hut he asked the delegates why 
throw firebrands into the Convention? Let 
your delegates go to Cincinnati untrammeled. 
King of San Francisco moved the previous 
question, hut as it created a breeze he with­ 
drew it. 
Tuttle of Sonoma would not withdraw 
his Becond, because the country delegates 
wanted to go home. 
Tinnin wauted to be heard, and he wanted 
the resolution discussed and not smoothed in 
committee. If there was a job to defeat the 
will of the great mass of the party, it was 
time to know it. 
Marion Biggs made a thoroughbred Dem­ 
ocratic speech, and a recess was taken until 
3 P. M. 
The San Francisco delegation is in caucus 
to select delegates and members of the Cen­ 
tral Committee. 
THE PLATFORM. 
Pearce, of Sonoma, from the Committee on 
Platform and Resolutions, presented the fol­ 
lowing platform: 
The Democracy of California, by their rep­ 
resentatives in convention assembled, resolve : 
1. We reaffirm our fidelity to the principles 
enunciated by the Democratic Convention of 
St. Louis in 1876. 
2. We denounce the fraud by which R. B. 
Hayes and W. A. Wheeler were declared 
President and Vice-President of the United 
States, and the fairly elected candidates, 
Samuel J. Tilden and Thomas A. Hendricks, 
counted out. 
3. We declare that among the leading 
issues of this campaign are the vindication of 
the right of the people to self-government; 
the condemnation of the crime against the 
ballot committed four years ago; resistance 
to imperialism ; tbe maintenance of the re­ 
served rights of the States, and opposition to 
Chinese immigration. 
4. That the drift of the Republican party 
toward empire, through the oppressive con­ 
centration of capital, is a fraud upon the 
voting masses and an insult to the men who 
carry the guns in defense of our liberties. 
5. We affirm our devotion to the Union, 
deprecate all sectionalism, hold the Republi­ 
can party responsible for the agitation of dead 
issues, and regard the preservation of local 
self-government as necessary to the perpetua­ 
tion of the republic. 
6. That we regard with alarm the doctrines 
of centralization recently announced by the 
Republican majority of the Supreme Court of 
the United States as having been made in the 
interest of party, and intended to blot out 
the last vestige of State rights, and change 
the Federal UnioD to an empire. 
7. That we favor continual lawful agitation 
of the subject of Mongolian immigration to 
this country, until the Federal Government 
is moved to modify our treaties with the Chi­ 
nese Empire so as to prohibit it, and thns 
save those of our fellow-citizens who depend 
upon labor for support, from unjust and de­ 
grading competition. We condemn and de­ 
nounce the veto of R. B. Hayes of the hill 
limiting Chinese immigration, and declare 
that there is no relief from the scourge ex­ 
cept through a Democratic administration. 
8. That the labtr of this country is it» 
capital, and deserves the protection and 


guardianship of our Governments, State and 
Federal. 
9. 
V e impose no instructions upon our 
delegates to the Convention to meet at Cin­ 
cinnati, save and except to vote for the re­ 
tention of the so-called ‘‘two-thirds rule ” in 
nominating candidates for President and Vice­ 
President, and to vote as a unit in accordance 
with the will of the majority of the delega­ 
tion from this State, and, confident in the 
collective wisdom of the Democratic Na­ 
tional Convention, we pledce in advance to 
their nominees the electoral vote of Califor­ 
nia in November, 1S80.

Lord Bcaconsfield is certainly a plucky 
leader. 
A lready he lias returned to the 


field, and a t a m eeting of the heads of the 
C onservative party he m ade a speech hold­ 
in g out strong hopes of a popular reaction, 
referring caustically to the m istakes made 
by the Liberal G overnm ent, sounding the 
key-note for an old-fashioned assault upon 
th e dangerous and disorganizing policy 
cf th eir antagonists, and announcing hisow n 
thorough ability and readiness to lead the 
p a rty in Parliam ent. 
As to th e talk of a 
reaction, it is doubtless prem ature, b u t it 
is nevertheless in Beaconsfield'a p a rt to 
introduce the idea. 
H e is a crafty and 
indom itable fighter, and he is certain to 
mis3 no opportunity of injuring his op­ 
ponents. 
The relations betw een him self 
and G ladstone are less know n on his side 
th a n on th e other.

innerm ost feelings to betray them selves, 
b u t lieattacks his great antagonist w ith sav­ 
age ferocity w henever he gets the chance, 
an d th eir respective followers partake of the 
bitterness believed to exist betw een the 
leaders. 
The com ing struggle in Parlia­ 
m ent w ill doubtless be a very interesting 
one, and there are indications th a t the new 
G overnm ent will have trouble to eucounter.

F aw cett’s 
unfortunate 
blunder in 
charging th e late G overnm ent w ith an of­ 
fense it did not commit, and the necessity 
for a grudging retraction thus caused, to­ 
gether w ith G ladstone’s apology to A ustria, 
have given a rath er aw kw ard air to the 
Liberal inauguration, and have made m any 
cautious people fear th a t th e new G overn­ 
m ent m ight be too hasty for th e good of 
th e country.

T he W . P. C. Convention in San F ran ­ 
cisco has gone to pieces, and th is has sur­ 
prised nobody who has followed its pro­ 
ceedings. 
F o r it was from the outset one 
of th e m ost incongruous bodies imaginable, 
an d its constituent elem ents were all the 
tim e resisting every conciliatory m ethod, 
and, as Tom Hood has rem arked, “ like 
“ hedgehogs rolled up th e w rong way, 
“ w ere torm enting them selves w ith th eir 
“ prickles.” T here were too m any “ ism s” 
and things represented for any harm onious 
action to he had. 
Then there was the 
faction w hich w anted a local party, w ith 
K earney for perm anent figure-head, and 
th e faction w hich w anted a national part}’, 
and was sick of K earney, aud th e faction 
w hich w anted to tie th e \V. P. C. to the 
N ational G reenhackers, and w hich did not 
care for m uch else. 
And so betw een the 
contending groups th e whole th in g has 
fallen to pieces, aud has thus foreshadow ed 
th e destiny of th e party. 
K earney, true 
to his native im becility, sent a letter to the 
Convention w hich was even too absurd for 
th a t body to accept. H e has been deposed, 
b u t he dots not know it, nor, indeed, does 
i t m atter greatly, seeing th a t th e whole 
m ovem ent is on th e eve of dissolution. 
In 
th e course of th e sum m er its m em bers will 
doubtless d rift b ark in to th e Dem ocratic 
p arty , w here th ey belong, and w here they 
w ill perhaps have b etter chances of office 
th a n w here th ey have been lately. 


The San Francisco A lla has for some 
tim e been endeavoring to persuade the 
R epublican delegates from th is S tate to 
Chicago th a t th ey are not bound by th eir 
instructions. 
In order to obtain a basis 
for its argum ent it has been obliged to 
postulate a condition of public sentim ent 
in California so w idely removed from th e 
actual facts as to be ridiculous. 
T he only 
possible excuse for disregarding th e in ­ 
structions of a S tate Convention w ould be 
the failure of th a t body to represent th e 
wishes of th e m ajority of th e p arty . 
This 
we pointed out some tim e ago, and to get 
round it the A lta now m akes th e am azing 
statem ent “ it is safe to assert th a t fully 
“ four-fifths of the rep u b lican s of C ali­ 
f o r n i a are strongly in favor of G eneral 


“ G ran t's nom ination.” 
W e suppose it is 
“ safe” to assert this, inasn ch as there 
is no legal penalty for such m isrepresenta­ 
tion, b u t it certainly is not honest to m ake 
the assertion, for it is notoriously false. 
W e doubt very m uch w hether one-fifth of 
the R epublicans of California favor the 
nom ination of G rant. 
W e know th a t four- 
fifths desire th e nom ination of Blaine. The 
fact is th a t th e instructions given to the 
R epublican delegates to Chicago faithfully 
represent the dom inant w ill of th e party 


in th is State, aud no one who desired to 
m aintain a reputation for sobriety and in­ 
telligence would dream of disputing this.

Hia Career an d th e Crime for which 
Wa3 Convicted. 


N e v a d a C i t y , M ay ISth. 
P e ter D alton is a m an q uite well known 
to th e police of th is S tate. 
H is first grand 
achievem ent w as th e stealing of a horse in 
Fresno county, for which he was convicted, 
sent to San Q uentin and served ou t his 
tim e. 
H is n ex t operation was on th e N ew ­ 
castle 0 a d e , Placer county. 
He p u t up at 
a hotel in N ew castle, Placer county, w ith 
three team sters who had ju st returned 
from a trip over th e m ountains, aud who 
in the course of th e evening carelessly 
boasted of th e am ounts of m oney they 
had w ith them . 
A ccordingly he inet them 
next m orning on th e grade about a mile 
and a half below N ew castle aud relieved 
each of th e three of w hat m oney he had. 
H e was caught, tried and sentenced to 
serve tw en ty years in th e S tate Prison. 
H e was arrested for th a t crim e in th e city 
of M arysville by th ree officers. 
W hile 
seated a t a gam bling table one of them 
approached aud placing his hand upon his 
shoulder said, “ W ell, Pete, we w ant y ou.” 
“ W ell,” answ ered he, “ I s’pose I m ight 
as well give u p ,” a t th e same in stan t rising 
and draw ing his revolver. 
The officer 
grabbed th e revolver, luckily getting his 
thum b on th e nippleand the ham m er coming 
down upon it as D alton pulled the trigger. 
The revolver was tak en outside and tired, 
snapping all right. 
H e was th en secured. 
H e served th irteen years and nine m ouths 
in th e S tate Prison, aud was then released 
by habeas corpus, through some legal tech ­ 
nicality. 
H is last exploit was in N evada 
county, and it is th e particulars of this 
crim e which I propose to record. 
On the 
m orning of Ju n e 3, 187S, he stopped a 
farm er nam ed Louis H orton, on the road 
near Sm artsville, 
Y uba 
county, about 
five miles helow Rough and Ready. The evi­ 
dence tends to show th at he left Marysville 
on the evening of the day prior to the rob­ 
bery. 
W here he spent the night is not 
known. 
On the morning of dune 3d he 
stopped H orton and demanded his money. 
Horton told him he had no money worth 
talking about—only a few dollars—but he 
took what he had and his watch, followed 
him down the hill a short distance, and then 
dismounted to sinch l,is saddle. W hile doing 
so Horton saw two neighbors coming on 
horseback—a cattle man named M. M. Lock, 
and a hoy of 15 named Campbell, 
lie called 
out to them to “ H urry up.” They came o p 
a t once and he explained the situation, tell­ 
ing Lock to arrest him. 
Lock called out to 
Campbell to “ Tell the Sheriff to hurry up,” 
although lie knew there was no Sheriff within 
twenty miles. 
The robber then mounted 
and rode toward them, saying, “ Get out 
of the way, G —d d—n you, 
or I will 
shoot you.” 
He 
then 
rode 
rapidly off 
in th e direction of G rass V alley, up the 
road. 
Lock aud Campbell followed as fast 
as they could, got a gun and a pistol from 
a neighbor on the road, and loaded the gun 
w ith buckshot. 
The boy Cam pbell had 
the pistol. Lock th e gun. 
Ix>ck told the 
boy th a t if the robber offered to show fight 
or was likely to get aw ay, to commence 
shooting a t once, and not w ait for orders. 
They rode rapidly through th e tow n of 
Rough and Ready, the robber about a mile 
ahead, and although th e pursuers were de­ 
tained by some team s, y et they m anaged to 
come up w ith him about three miles from 
G rass Valley, w here he was actually en­ 
gaged in robbing another man. 
He had 
dism ounted, and was in the act of receiv­ 
ing th e coin from th e hands of th e team ster 
(J. Pierce) when Lock rode up between 
him and his horse. 
The robber took in the 
situation, jum ped the fence, and started 
on tiie 
run 
for th e 
brush, 
the 
boy 
Campbell sending four shots a t him w ith­ 
out hitting. 
Lock snapped his gun several 
tim es, b u t it w ould n ot go off. 
H e, too, 
jum ped th e fence and started after th e rob­ 
ber, bu t th inking it was not wise to chase 
a desperado w itii a gun which w ould not 
go off, he gave it up and th e fellow escaped. 
T he horse and accoutrem ents w ete taken 
to G rass V alley. 
On the trial he was 
identified by H orton, his son, a man named 
W m . Pow ell, who saw him ride by, and 
M. M. Lock. 
The ju ry were out "fifteen 
m inutes, and found a verdict of goiltv. 
H e will be sentenced W ednesday, th e 
26th. 
He will be tried again to-m orrow 
for th e attem p t to rob Pierce. 
H e was 
arrested in Stockton (H orton having recog­ 
nized his photograph) by Sheriff C unning­ 
ham, and brought to N evada county alxiut 
seven m onths ago, w here he has been since 
confined in jail.

NATURE'S TREASURE-POCKET. 


An occasional “ find” near Folsom brings 
back the remembrances and times of bygone 
days when, in that portion of the county, the 
gathering of gold-dust was the all-prevailing 
scramble. 
There is still remaining in the 
hills of that vicinity much of the hidden 
treasure, and an occasional “ prospector’s ” 
faith brings it to light.

their Luck for a “ find,” and selecting the 
premises of William Milgate, Sr., near Fol­ 
som, made arrangements by which they were 
allowed to prospect for quartz on his prem­ 
ises, upon the terms of the three sharing 
equally in any gold found. 
They went to 
work and sunk a shaft, and fortunately soon 
struck a “ pocket” in a small quartz ledge, 
from which they obtained nearly $3,000, and 
divided it according to agreement. 
Soon 
after Bell and Hammer continued develop­ 
ing 
the 
shaft, 
and 
in 
a 
brief time 
stiuck 
another 
pocket 
in 
which, 
out 
of fourteen sacks of ore, about $8,900 was 
milled aud held undivided by the parties 
in small hags of gold dust. 
A t this point a 
difficulty arose which has brought the matter 
prominently into the Courts. 
A division was 
made of the dust into three equal parts by 
Hammer and Mdgate before witnesses, and 
they two took each their portion. 
Bell was 
absent, and his part was left at William Mil­ 
gate, Sr.’s where they divided it. 
Afterward, 
it is alleged, William J. Milgate laid claim to 
Bell s portion upon the ground that he had a 
prior right by lease to the mining property, 
and thereupon took the remaining third aud 
appropriated it to his own use. 
Upon Bell’s 
return, and being unable to find the money, 
he had William Milgate, Sr. and his son, 
W illiam Milgate, .Jr., and William J. Mil­ 
gate, all arrested upon charges of grand lar­ 
ceny, and at an examination held before 
J ustice Benson on Tuesday the prosecution 
being satisfied that William J. Milgate was 
the party having the missing treasure, allowed 
the charge against the other two to be dis­ 
missed. 
William J. Milgate, it is said, has 
not »s yet been found since the complaint was 
sworn against him, hut has pro|»erty near 
Folsom, and yesterday George E. Bates and 
I,. S. Taylor of this city, attorneys for Bell, 
tiled a petition in the Superior Court against 
W illiam J. Milgate to obtain judgment iu a 
civil action for the amount of hills claims and 
interest, amounting to about $3,000. 


C h a in -G a n g E s t a b l is h e d .—The Board of 
Supervisors yesterday afternoon adopted a 
resolution authorizing the working of a chain- 
gang on the public highways and streets, to 
be composed of prisoners sentenced to serve 
terms in the County Jail. 
The advisability 
of this step had for a long time in the minds 
of a large portion of the community grown 
to he a matter of necessity, and approval of 
this action of the Board seemed yesterday to 
be general and without adverse criticism. 
Two cases at least have occurred iu the Po­ 
lice Court the present week showing the ne­ 
cessity of something more odious in sentences 
for minor offenses. 
One case was mentioned 
hut a day or two since, where a man fined for 
drunkenue-s wanted to go to the County Jail 
and Btay out his sentence at the rate of $1 per 
day rather than pay the fine, and was unrecon- 
cilahly put otlt at Judge Henry because he 
was compelled to pay instead of going to jail. 
In another case, which occurred on Tuesday 
last, a man was before Judge Henry for 
vagrancy, and in his statement, to influ­ 
ence the Judge towards giving alight sentence, 
he pleaded that he was a blacksmith, and 
that although he had tried hard, he could not 
obtain any work to do, and that was the 
reason why he was not at work when ar­ 
rested. 
Stephen Clough, of Rocklin, hap­ 
pened to he present, ami told him he wanted 
blacksmiths at nice, and if he would go with 
him he would take him right along aud pay 
his fare and set him to work. 
The man 
wanted to know it lie would guarantee steady 
work for four months, and Mr. Clough re- 
{ 
ilied that he could not say as to any particu- 
ar time, but that he had work enough 
to do, and he could work right along. 
The nu n replied that he would not go, 
as four months’ work was not guaranteed. 
This occurred before the Police Judge, while 
his case was being considered, and the Judge 
then at once sentenced him to twenty days in 
the County Jail, and he is now serving it out 
rather than work at good w ages under a good 
opportunity. To such classes something more 
odious than lying in jail many have long 
claimed to be a necessity, and that nothing is 
better calculated to supply the emergency 
than the vigorous exeici.se in a chain-gang. 


P o l ic e C o u r t.—The following business 
was transacted in the Police Court yester­ 
day : Richard Sullivan, charged with kick­ 
ing up a row, demolishing his fair Ruby’s 
trunk with a hatchet aud tearing up all her 
clothing, also threatening to kill her, pleaded 
guilty to all, and will to-day receive the an­ 
nouncement of the J udge as to his estimate 
of those conducts. 
Sentence of James Mur­ 
phy, Charles Wright and F. Hughes, con­ 
victed of stealing tobacco from Adams, Me- 
IS e-ill & Co., will also he given to-day. 
The 
charge of battery against William McMorry 
was dismissed ; also the charge of disturbing 
the pea e, malicious iuiachief and embezzle­ 
ment acaiust Charles Beilgard. 
A. McIn­ 
tosh failed to return for his deposit, left on 
account of that dmnk of his, and it went into 
tne Treasury. 
Joseph McClure was fined 
$7 50 for being drunk, aud Pat Gadagher, 
who was crazy for the contract to mash all 
the lower part of the city the day before and 
stripped down for the occasion, was mildly 
reproved with a fine of $7 50 and the admo­ 
nition to keep his shirt on in the future. The 
cases of Aii J ini, Ah Ching and Ah Sing, 
and the two Italians—Georce Nuccarini and 
Louis Adami—who made the attempt in a 
pitch battle, on Third street, to settle for all 
time the quest! n of supremacy between the 
Chinese and Italian races, w-as postponed un­ 
til to-day to allow his Honor time to review 
the leading works upon international law and 
the conflict of races.
